On March 1, 1983, William Leonard Moore, Jr*, was 
interviewed at Prescott, Arizona* During the interview, Moore 
provided the following information: 


Moore advised that while living in Minnesota, he 
decided to move to Arizona. Originally, Moore wanted to move 
to the Tucson, -irizoria area, bat upon hearing several people rec- 
ommend Prescott, he made his decision to leave his teaching job 
in Minnesota and move to Prescott, Arizona. At the time of the 
move, Moore was doing well financially and felt it to be a good 
move. However, currently he is feeling a temporary financial 
pinch and wishes he had moved to Tucson, Arizona, because 
Prescott is an economically depressed area. 

Moore stated he Is currently doing research in order 
to publish another book. When asked about the subject matter, 
Moore graciously declined to give that information, indicating 
that writers maintain such matters confidential because one's 
ideas tend to "pop up" in other authors’ writings. * ^ 

Besides working toward authorship of another book, 

Moore also maintains a small publishing and duplicating business. 
This allows him to sell his writings, including his books, as 
well as sell articles and documents he receives from governmental 
agencies. According to Moore, he requests, under the Freedom 
of Information Act, documents which have been declassified from 
many D.s. Government agencies, i.e., FBI, CIA, OSI, NSA, and 
NASA. After he receives these documents, and upon request, he 
will duplicate these declassified documents and sell them to 
interested parties. Moore advised that some of the documents 
still bear their classification, (i.e.,' Secret, Top Secret}, 
however, all have been marked through indicating that they have 
been declassified. ^ 
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On one occasion, Moore duplicated a declassified 
document which bore a "Secret" classification. Upon duplicating 
the document, the markings used to indicate that the document 
was no longer classified secret, did not show up on the copied 
document. Moore sent a copy of this declassified document to 
an individual in California. This particular individual worked 
for a government contractor, and, the gentleman from California 
who received the document immediately took it to his security 
o^icel:^ and for awhile.all believed Moore .had made an unauthorized 
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disclosure- and bad in his possession unauthorized classified 
documents. Moore- stated that he now makes sure that this does 
not happen when he duplicates documents. . - 

Moore declared that he has never had in his possession 
any classified dcouments from any government agency- Moore 
did admitf however » that individuals had made unauthorized 
verbal disclosures to him; however r Moore denied ever using 
that information or passing it along to anyone else* ^ 


















During the interview, Moore expressed his loyalty to ~ 
the D-S. Government and indicated that he would not like to 
live anywhere else in the world. However, Moore believes that 
0-S. Government agencies have much inore knowledge about the 
existence of UFOs than they freely admit. According to Moore, 
the U.S. Government is always trying to discredit their own 
findings and research in this field. Moore thinks that the 
0.S, Government has even gone so far as to give siEinformation 
about the topic. Moore also feels that the reason for the 
government's attitude in this area is for one of two reasons. 

The first, which Moore feels would be legitimate, is that in 
their research or findings, the 0.S. Government has obtained 
information or received data concerning highly developed 
technology. Therefore, the government wants to keep this 
information secret because to divulge this information could 
jeopardize the national security. The second reason for the 
government's current attitude, is that they are actively conducting 
research and in the process have uncovered substantial facts 
indicating that UFOs do indeed exist. However, the U.S. Government 
is attempting to hide the fact that they have an official, interest 
in this area because to do so would lend credibility to the 
existence of actual UFOs. This reason, according to Moore, is 
" -not -an -acceptable reason for the U.S. Government te keep — -- 

information secret. He feels such information could be sanitized 
and should be exposed to the general public. -
